IS IT a cornel? Is it an asteroid? 
An unidentified flying object 
found circling the sun has 
forced astronomers to question 
some of their most basic 
assumptions about our own 
back yard, the solar system. 

The object, which is about 10 
miles wide, ought to be a 
comet, with plumes streaming 
out across the heavens, creating 
a spectacular display in our 
night skies. Its highly elongated 
orbit matches that of a comet 
and analysis of the light re¬ 
flected from it suggests it con¬ 
tains the ice and gases 
necessary to provide such a 
display. 

Instead the object, des¬ 
ignated 1996 PW. is men and

is acting just like an asteroid, a 
far more boring interplanetary 
body, made out of solid rocL 
Even when its orbit took it so 
close to the sun that its surface 
should have started boiling 
away, it remained inactive. 

The object has been tracked 
by scientists at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration (Nasa), who describe it 
as an interplanetary oddball. 
■'This is a misfit in the grand 
scheme of things." said El¬ 
eanor Heiin. a planetary ast¬ 
ronomer at Nasa's Jet Prop¬ 
ulsion Laboratory in California. 

The problem is that every 


other. known asteroid has a 
roughly circular orbit'around 
the sun. going no farther out 
than Jupiter. The shape of such 
orbits implies that asteroids 
were created &om the nibble 
left over as planets formed. 

By contrast, comets are 
thought to have formed from 
the gravitational effects of the 
sun as the solar system passed 
through interstellar dust clouds.. 
a process which created their 
elongated orbits. That of 
1996 PW. for example, is 3.5m 
miles long and takes S.OOO 
years to con^lete. Its discovery 
implies that there are deep| 
flaws in one or both theories: i 
comets and asteroids may even 
have a common origin.

IN THE UFO capital of the 
world there is no disagree¬ 
ment about whether or not 
alien spacecraft exist near by, 
merely about what the Penta¬ 
gon is doing with them. 

A dozen or so miles from the 
US Government's most secret 
military testing site in the 
bleak desert of central Neva¬ 
da. the psychic and the merely 
paranoid gathered at the 
weekend to demand that the 
authorities own up about the 
flying saucers they have, ap¬ 
parently, been "reverse engi¬ 
neering” since the 1940s. 

"We are big boys, and we 
can handle this." said Don 
Sunle. the diehard "ufologist" 
who organised the meeting 
almost within binocular range 
of the base on Groom Dry 
Lake, known to enthusiasts as 
Area SI. "Our Government is 
treating us like children. We 
could be in danger of invasion 
and we ought to know about 
it." he said. 

Dr Barbie Taylor, wide- 
eyed and purpie<lad. was less 
confrontational. "We need to 
raise our consciousness 
enough to come into the inter- 
galaaic federation, but we 


cant do it while we’re fighting 
each other." she said. 

For the people of Rachel, 
aliens are real, imminent and 
very good for business. This 
lonely scattering of mobile 
homes survived until recently 
on a trickle of visitors to the 
aptly named Linle A-Le-Inn. 
its only motel. Most were UFO 
believers who frequently re¬ 
ported sightings at a famous 
"black mail-box" 20 miles 
down the road. Some were 
conspiracy theorists hoping to 
photograph Area SI installa¬ 
tions from a vantage point 
known as Freedom Ridge. A 
few came out of morbid curi¬ 
osity to be close to the vast 
Nellis Nuclear Test Site of 
which Groom Lake is a pan. 

Yesterday’s gathering, some 
300 strong, confirmed the 
town's rise to dominance of the 
global UFO industry. The 
release of Independence Day. 
which depicts aliens captured 
in New Mexico in 1947 and 
stored in a vault in Area 51. 
has turned a stream of visitors 
into a flood. 

The Little A-Le-Inn is fully 
booked for most of the sum¬ 
mer. Marcus Pizruti. a "crimi- 


noiogist-arrisi". is selling alien 
stanieiies as fast as he can 
make them."! do believe in the 
great possibility of alien ab¬ 
duction." he said solemnly. 

Equally solemnly. Meisha 
Johnstone dedared that she 
was ’’part of a hybrid pro¬ 
gramme". Abducted by aliens 
three years ago. she was gone 
from this Earth for an hour 
and 20 minutes and renimed 
with extraterrestrial implants 
in her legs. She was later 
impregnated by aliens and 
now makes regular visits to 
her hybrid child on another, 
“brown", planet probably in 
the constellation of Orion, 
^en on terra firma. she runs 
support ^ups for fellow 
abductees in Las Vegas. 

The closest thing in Rachel 
to an objective source on Area 
51 is Glenn Campbell. A self- 
appointed watchdog over gov¬ 
ernment ethical and financial 
misdeeds, he calls Groom Dry 
Lake •our own little pocket of 
communism”, but dismisses 
talk of UFOs. Leaving his 
caravan, this reponer was 
briefly alarmed by a bright 
white disk in the night sky. It 
was the moon.

BRITAIN’S top UFO hunter, Nick 
Pope, is investigating the cause 
of the mysterious mid-air ex¬ 
plosion off Lewis that led to a 
£200.000 search nine, days 
ago. ■ 'i ' , -■ 

Mr Pope is a former official 
government Invest^ator of 
unidentified flying objects. • 

No explanation has yet been 
found for the object, which was 
seen and heard to explode off 
the north of Lewis. A dozen 
wimesses saw the object light 
up the sky and explode Into a 
ball of black smoke, sen^g 
two fragments mailing dark 
vapour into the sea. • 

Over two days the RAF and 
the Coastguards searched 400 
square miles, but no trace of 
Wreckage was found. •. 

The Labour MP for the 
Western Isles. Calum Macdon¬ 
ald, has asked the Defence Sec- 
■retary, Michael Portillo, if the 
military was responsible for the 
• explosion. He is still awaiting a 
reply. But inquiries last week at 
the Ministry of Defence. Coast¬ 
guards and the RAF ail led to 
denials that the explosion had 
been linked to the armed ser¬ 
vices. . . 

In fact RAF Kinloss, which co¬ 
ordinated the search, wen 
checked through the mihtaiy 
channels whether a United 
States radar-avoiding Stealm 
boinber was in the area_. But the 
answer was a firm "no". • 

A NATO training exercise, in¬ 
volving 32 ships, seven sub¬ 
marines and 80 military planes 


began off Uwis lai^ Monday, 
but a navy spokeswoman de¬ 
nied that any of the vessels had 
been even near the area of the 
explosion two days earlier. 

. Aspokesman at Kinloss con- 
'firnied that there had been re¬ 
ports of three UFQs flying in 
formation over the Scottish Bor¬ 
dets and ha ndin g north on the 
same day as the explosion off 
Lewis. Three weeks previously 
a passenger on a transatlantic 
flight to Vancouver saw another 
■'exploding light off Lewis. 

Now Mr Pope, who spent 
three years investigating UFO 
sightings for the MoD secre¬ 
tariat (air staff), is looking at the 
case. • ■ 

•"There are reports of UFOs 
crashing, most notably at 
Roswell New Mexico, in 1947.* 
said Mr Pope. 31. who wrote the 
bestseller.
